Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11, 13-15, 17-18, and 21-35 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art taken alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious 
the instant process of claims as a whole. Specifically, the prior art of record, Muramatsu 
(JP 05-323355) discloses a tape carrier type semiconductor device comprising (See FIGS. 
1- 10 and related text): a flexible substrate on whose surface wiring is formed; and a 
driver circuit 2 which is mounted on the flexible substrate 8 and drives a device 
connected to the flexible substrate, wherein the flexible substrate includes: the slits 5 
having no connector, for folding the flexible substrate and Kang (U.S. Patent 6,559,522) 
discloses a tape carrier type semiconductor device comprising (col. 3, line 7 to col. 4, line 
16 and FIGS. 1-3): a flexible substrate on whose surface wiring is formed; and a driver 
circuit 50 which is mounted on the flexible substrate 10 and drives a device connected to 
the flexible substrate, wherein the flexible substrate includes: a first slit 16a, 16b for 
releasing stress (col. 3, line 53 to col 4, line 16) but fails to teach or suggest the 
Applicant's steps of wherein the flexible substrate includes a first slit for releasing stress, 
the first slit having a connector for connecting parts of the first slit and separating the 
parts in a width-wise direction of the flexible substrate as recited in the currently 
amended independent claims.
